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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

Since  this  is  the  first  time  our  report  has  been  based  on  the 
state  fiscal  biennium  rather  than  the  annual  school  calendar 
year,  a  great  many  significant  developments  to  our  school  have 
occurred  during  the  past  two  years.  Most  of  them  would  be 
far  too  detailed  to  report  on  here  so  an  attempt  will  be  made 
to  mention  only  those  of  importance  to  this  report. 

A  residential  school  such  as  ours,  offering  a  program  of 
highly  specialized  education  must,  of  necessity,  be  vitally  con- 
cerned with  the  attitudes  of  the  budget  authorities  and  the 
legislature  every  two  years.  1950  was  such  a  year  in  Kentucky 
and  a  considerable  amount  of  time  was  spent  by  the  Superin- 
tendent with  the  budget  officials  during  the  latter  part  of  1949 
pointing  out  the  needs  of  the  school  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the 
General  Assembly  in  January  1950.  The  recognition  given  our 
requests  was  most  gratifying  and  in  the  final  analysis  our 
program  fared  better  than  at  any  time  in  the  history  of  the 
school.  Additional  grants  of  funds  were  included  in  our  regular 
appropriation  for  general  operating  expenses  to  establish  the 
following  new  positions : 

1.  A  Principal-teacher. 

2.  A  state  wide,  full-time  field  worker. 

3.  A  part-time  dentist. 

4.  A  part-time  psychiatrist. 

Consideration  was  also  made  in  our  budget  for  the  increas- 
ing costs  of  foods  and  supplies  to  enable  us  to  adequately 
continue  to  furnish  our  students  with  proper  food  and  necessi- 
ties. And  last,  but  not  least  by  any  means,  provision  was  made 
for  salary  increases  for  all  staff  members  to  more  nearly  com- 
pensate them  for  the  diligent  services  rendered  in  our  school 
program.  Many  of  our  staff  members  have  devoted  their  lives 
to  working  with  blind  children,  and  it  is  only  their  continued 
interest  and  love  of  the  work  that  has  kept  them  with  us,  for 
the  salaries  are  still  below  those  of  the  public  schools  and 
similar  positions  in  Louisville. 

The  improvement  of  our  financial  position  did  not  end, 
fortunately,  with  these  increases  in  our  operating  accounts. 
Capital  Outlay  funds  were  requested  and  finally  approved  by 
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the  State  Building  Commission  for  the  addition  of  two  student 
residences  on  our  campus  to  eliminate  the  fourth  and  fifth  floor 
dormitories  in  the  main  school  building.  These  two  units  should 
provide  our  children  with  a  most  satisfactory  home-away-from- 
home  environment.  In  addition,  the  girls'  residence  contains  a 
modern  three-ward  infirmary  with  dental  and  medical  exami- 
nation facilities.  These  units  will  correct  the  major  deficiencies 
in  our  physical  plant,  leaving  only  the  need  for  a  gymnasium 
to  give  our  students  a  fully-rounded  program. 

Selected  students  from  our  eleventh  and  twelfth  grades 
have  continued  to  enroll  in  the  local  public  high  schools  and 
gain  the  broad  experience  offered  by  such  an  opportunity.  Their 
achievements  in  the  local  schools  have  always  been  on  a  very 
high  level,  and  the  most  recent  class  in  June  1950  was  no 
exception  with  two  of  our  girls  ranking  third  and  fourth  in  a 
class  of  one  hundred  and  forty-four  girls.  One  of  our  junior 
boys  attained  top  honors  in  his  class  in  the  public  high  school 
Avith  an  average  of  95.37  and  received  the  award  presented 
each  year  to  the  student  with  the  highest  scholastic  average. 
Our  school  is  one  of  only  four  in  the  country  offering  this  co- 
operative program  and  is  looked  upon  as  a  leader  in  our  field 
for  providing  our  students  the  advantage  of  going  to  school 
with  sighted  boys  and  girls. 

In  June  of  the  past  school  year  twelve  of  our  teachers 
and  staff  members  attended  the  biennial  convention  of  the 
American  Association  of  Instructors  of  the  Blind  held  at  the 
Overbrook  School  in  Philadelphia.  This  professional  rela- 
tionship with  other  schools  for  the  blind  and  teachers  in  our 
field  of  special  education  is  wholesome  and  healthy  for  our 
instructors.  The  opportunity  to  observe  and  exchange  ideas 
with  others  is  one  more  indication  of  the  sincere  interest  of  our 
teachers  in  their  work.  The  next  meeting  of  this  group  of 
teachers  and  educators  will  be  held  at  our  school  in  June  of 
1952.  The  association  last  met  in  Louisville  in  1880. 

The  Louisville  Lions  Club  has  continued  its  interest  in 
our  students  and  our  program  and  in  the  spring  of  1950  made  a 

donation  of  $2,000.00  for  an  outdoor  play  area.  This  spacious 

paved  area  provides  ample  room  for  skating,  bicycle  riding, 

basketball  and  other  games  which  our  children  enjoy  in  their 
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after  school  hours.  Visually  handicapped  children  are  just  as 
much  interested  in  this  type  of  play  as  are  sighted  children, 
a  fact  many  uninformed  people  fail  to  realize.  The  lack  of 
adequate  recreational  facilities  has  been  one  of  our  serious 
deficiencies,  and  a  gymnasium  added  to  this  outdoor  play  area 
Avould  provide  our  students  with  a  complete  physical  education 
program  to  properly  stimulate  the  development  of  their  muscu- 
lar activities  during  their  active  school  years. 

In  line  with  our  program  of  encouraging  inter-school 
activities  we  initiated  a  Girls'  Playday  in  1949  with  students 
from  two  of  our  neighboring  schools  as  our  guests.  This  innova- 
tion was  the  first  opportunity  for  our  girls  to  meet  students 
from  other  schools,  and  it  met  with  such  popularity  that  one  of 
the  visiting  schools  acted  as  host  in  1950  and  provided  our  girls 
Avith  their  first  trip  to  another  school.  The  affair  was  held  at 
the  Illinois  School  for  the  Blind  in  Jacksonville  in  1950  and 
will  be  continued  at  the  Missouri  School  in  St.  Louis  in  1951. 
Our  boys  have  had  the  opportunity  of  visiting  many  other 
schools  in  their  athletic  contests  and  Boy  Scout  Jamborees. 

The  Superintendent  is  indebted  to  the  staffs  of  both 
schools  for  their  cooperation  during  the  past  two  years,  for 
their  sincere  interest  and  devotion  to  the  students  entrusted 
to  our  care.  The  State  Board  of  Education  and  the  Advisory 
Board  have  been  most  helpful  in  guiding  the  policies  and 
program  of  the  school.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 
OF  THE 

KENTUCKY  WORKSHOP  FOR  THE  ADULT  BLIND 

The  most  significant  development  in  the  Workshop  pro- 
gram during  the  past  biennium  has  been  the  affiliation  of  our 
shop  with  the  National  Industries  for  the  Blind  which  entitles 
us  to  receive  allotment  of  Federal  government  orders  for  mops 
and  brooms.  This  additional  production  has  enabled  us  to 
maintain  the  improved  salary  schedule  set  up  for  our  shop 
employees  and  to  place  three  more  visually  handicapped  per- 
sons on  the  payroll.  With  the  future  orders  assigned  to  our 
shop  from  this  source  alone  our  production  is  now  at  capacity 
for  the  machines  and  equipment  available.  With  the  emergency 
demanding  maximum  production  for  the  Army  and  Navy  we 
will  undoubtedly  face  many  problems  getting  material  to  meet 
specifications.  The  shortage  of  Kraft  paper  has  already  affected 
our  production  of  broom  shipping  bags  and  the  difficulty  of  ob- 
taining wire  and  rubber  for  link  mats  has  curtailed  production 
in  these  two  departments. 

During  the  past  two  years  we  have  continued  to  offer  our 
facilities  to  the  Department  of  Vocational  Rehabilitation  for 
the  orientation  and  adjustment  training  program  initiated  five 
years  ago.  The  advantages  to  the  trainees  who  have  partic- 
ipated in  this  program  have  been  most  evident  in  the  successful 
placement  of  a  large  percentage  of  these  people  in  positions 
making  them  economically  independent  and  secure.  We  hope 
to  be  able  to  continue  to  offer  this  course  to  eligible  candidates 
referred  to  us  by  the  rehabilitation  authorities.
